From Maine to Alaska, 
thousands demand action

Declaring enough is enough, tens of thousands of young 
people from Maine to Alaska walked out of school Wednes- 
day to demand action on gun violence, in one of the biggest 
student protests since the Vietnam era. 

Braving snow in New England and threats of school dis- 
cipline in places including Georgia and Ohio, they carried 


signs with messages such as 
“Am I next?” railed against 
the National Rifle Associa- 
tion and bowed their heads 
in memory of the 17 dead 
in the Feb. 14 shooting at 
Marjory Stoneman Douglas 
High School in Parkland, 
Fla. 

“We're sick of it,” said 
Maxwell Nardi, a senior at 
Douglas S. Freeman High 
School in Henrico, Va., just 
outside Richmond. “We’re 
going to keep fighting, and 
we’te not going to stop until 
Congress finally makes res- 
olute changes,” 

Around the nation, stu- 
dents left class at 10 a.m. lo- 
cal time for at least 17 min- 
utes — one minute for each 
of the dead in Florida. Over 
and over, students declared 
that too many young people 
had died and that they were 
tired of going to school every 
day afraid of getting killed. 

“Enough is enough. 
People are done with being 
shot,” said Iris Foss-Ober, 
18, a senior at Washburn 
High School in Minneapolis.

ST. LOUIS e Students from at least two dozen schools in the 
St. Louis area walked out of class or held assemblies as part 
of anational day of protests one month after a gunman killed 
17 people at a Florida high school. 

The school walkouts were loosely coordinated by Em- 
power, the youth wing of the Women’s March, which 
brought thousands to 
Washington last year. 

The group urged students 
to leave class at 10 a.m. for 
17 minutes — one minute for 
each victim of the Feb. 14 
massacre at Marjory Stone- 
man Douglas High School in 
Parkland, Fla., — and gave 
students suggestions for 
demands to lawmakers for 
tighter gun control. 

National organizers say 
more than 3,000 walkouts 
were planned across the 
U.S. and around the world 
Wednesday. In the St. Louis 
area, events were organized 
by students in close com- 
munication with adminis- 
trators to ensure student 
safety. But many school 
administrators stressed 
that they did not endorse 
the events and that student 
participation was voluntary. 

The nature of the protests 
and events varied across the 
metro region.

LOUIS e The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers should act immediately to 
make flood control the top priority 
on the Missouri River, an attorney for 
hundreds of farmers, landowners and 
business operators said Wednesday af- 
ter a federal judge ruled the agency was 
responsible for recurring flooding. 
Judge Nancy B. Firestone’s rul- 
ing Tuesday in Washington cited river 
management changes initiated by the 
Corps of Engineers starting in 2004, 
including efforts to aid endangered 
fish and birds, that led to damages es- 
timated to exceed $300 million in four 
states: Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska and 
Iowa. The Corps manages the Missouri 
River’s system of dams and locks and 
decides when and how much water is
